Election/Restrictions

In 
particular, group I is drawn to chemical modifying an electrode while group II is drawn to 
dissolving trace compounds in particular solvents. Hence the invention of group I can be used 
without the solvents of group II and group II can be performed without the modified electrode of 
group I. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
